Dbnkark, Sweden and Norway— The 
idea of u union btlwoon UHnmurk, Sweden 
nod NorwBy is jnal now a good deul diHCUHnod 
in Europe, o t tha occasion of a marriage be- 
tween tbe royul families of iho two kio^. 
dom«. It ia ud old project, and baa been 
aired at vnriouH times these thirty years. In 
its faror aro the facts of K^o«rnphicul oonti- 
jrQiiy and a drgteo of affinity in race end 
Jancuune. lint agsinpt il are the historical 
prejudices of the respective countries, ihe 
great diligence ol their institution*, and the 
accident that, though tho lanyuugoa are 
phiiuiogicully similar, a Dane and a Swede 
cannot mideriiand each oiher any better than 
a German and a Dutohmun. However, Den- 
murk haB been ho much weakened and hu- 
miliated by tho Hepara ion of Sohluawif,' and 
Holatein, that bIio will niulto Rioat nucritioes 
to regain a respectable rank among uationa, 
and that which was oot of tbe question a fan 
years a^o is no longer impossible. The 
pre8ent population of the Danish monarohy 
numbers 1 832 000; that ol Sweden 4 KiO- 
000; that ol Norv/a> 1 700 0U0. The three 
countries together would itius make a total of 
nearly leveo millions and ibr-e quarters of 
■ouls hviug cooipaoilj together on the Scan- 
dinavian peniut-ula, unU especially rich in 
muratiuie resoutoes. But il will be qaite 
lima to believo in t he projected consolidation 
whon il shull be officially announced.

New York is endeavoring to Hup 
plant Great Britain in tho commerce 
of the East, and to effect this nho is 
building a railroad from tho Atlantic 
to tho Paoifio with its termini at San 
Franoisco und Now York. With this 
railroad the products of the Enst will 
travorso tho Conlinout in the short 
space of bix or seven days, and tbe 
oily of Now York bocome tho groat 
central point and leading entrepot of 
tho conimerco of tho world. The 
groat manufacturing cities of tho 
Unitod States being nearer tho mar* 
kots of tho East — which embraco 
those of China, Japan, Asia and Aus- 
tralia, — Great Britain would meot 
with a formidable rival in bercner- 
getio and powerful trans-Atluntio 
neighbor armed with superior facilities 
of communication. The British manu- 
facturer with bis capital and skill 
must omigiato or starve, and the 
United Kingdom, if it did not at once 
oommonoa to decay, would of neces- 
sity remain at a stand still. This is 
no highly colored picture It is pre- 
cisely tho ond which tbo Americans 
aro aimiDg to accomplish by tbo con- 
struction of thoir transcontinental 
railroad, and it is prociBoly tho result 
that would take place- but for ono 
remedial choumstanco which Great 
Britian has, and tliat remedy is a 
railway through British torritory irom 
tho mouth of the Frasor (or tho bead 
of Bale Inlet) to the port ol Halifax 
in tho Prnviuoe of Nova Sootia. The 
construction of the Intercolonial Rail- 
way through Nova Scotia, the transfer 
of the .Northwest Territory, and 
tho incorporation of British Columbia 
with the Dominion are all steps 
towards tho accomplishment of this 
great end, which is destined to 
ba : the meanB of maintaining 
the commoroial supremacy ol 
Groat Britain and which 'he far-see- 
ing British statesmen had in view for 
half a century, and to attain which 
Confederation was inaugurated. A ship 
leaving China or Japan for Vicoria 
would bo required to sail from six to 
eight hundred miles loss than a ship 
leaving tbe same port would have to sail 
to reach San Franoisco. A railway 
through British territory would be 
■hortor by seven hundred miles than 
»ny lino that can be constructed 
through tho United Slates; and 
Halifax is but eight days' sail from 
London and other British commorcial 
ports, whilo New York is. ten doys. 
Thus it will bo seen at a glanco (if oar 
figures are doubted, a map may bo 
easily oousultodj, that by tho con- 
struction of a lino through British 
territory England's commercial su- 
premacy would bo maintained, and 
that Halifax on tbe Atlantio and Vic- 
toria on the Pacific would rival in 
wealth and importanco the two great 
termini of the American lino. Now 
York would remain, a-i now, tho oom. 
mercial contre of the United States, 
and London and Liverpool would 
oaoh retain their Eastern trado from all 
comers. Tho wi-o man lives not alone 
lor himself or his own generation. 
Local differences or iutriguos can 
interpose no obstacles of a permanent 
nature to destiny. All — everything — 
muL'j bend in tho direction Providonoe 
bus evidently marked out for us ; and 
in all human probability a little more 
than a decudo will have fled ero the 
traffio of tho East will pans by railway 
through British Columbia and Canada 
to Halifax, ond thenco for distribution 
to all tho nations of tho earth. And 
this will bo a richer heirloom for our 
children than Inolation.

Tbe Beaver boing equipped for a nix 
month's cruise, left Esquimau shortly after 
noon on the 20th April, anchoring the same 
nigbt in Sidney Channel ; tbe next day we 
stoamod across to the Fraser River, archor- 
ingjust inside Garry Point ; tbe survey of 
tho Fraser Bar occupied nine days, tbe 
weatber being most favourable throughout ; 
tbe outer soundings were done in tbe Gov- 
ernment steamer Leviathan, lent by His 
Excellency for that purpose; having returned 
this useful little vessel we prooeoded on tho 
30th April lo Nanaimo, where the survey- 
ing staff waa recruited by Lient. Coghlan, 
who had just arrived from England; coaling 
and preparing tbe just oompleted plan of the 
Frueer River, detained ns until the 8th May, 
when we left Nanaimo, anchoring for tbe 
night in Hammond Bay; next day we got 
as lar ai Comox, and from there by easy 
t-toges to Fort Rupert (12th May). This is a 
dirty villago, the inbabitc ts, according to 
Captain Mouat of tbe Hudson's Bay Com- 
peay, still adhere to the practice of eating 
slaves on festive occasions; we heard eoveral 
anecdrtes of their barbarity. Leaving Fort 
Rupert on tho 14th May we puihed into 
Kgnumpt Harbor, anchoring en route in 
Safety Cove; wo remained there a week, 
during which tims tbe Bella Bella Indians 
forsook tbeir village and moved their canoes 
alongside during the daytime. Numerically 
ibey are a small tribe, but are fine fellows 
healthy and active, and not afraid of hard, 
work; tbey cut us 27 cords of wood in less 
than no time. A suspicion of tbe wrongful 
acquisition of hostile scalps still lingers 
ubout ono or two of tbom, and noiably 
•Blucher' who has been, like bis name soke, 
u great warrior in his day; he has, however 
discontinued this pleasing pursuit, and do* 
votes bis whole energies nowadays to the 
collection of shirts, tobacco, und olhcr 
articles of barter in return for whioh he does 
an little as be conveniently can. Wo left 
Kgnumpt Harbor for the Northward on the 
21st May; After crossing the broad and uu° 
quiet Milbank Sound we ontored a series of 
channels which terminated in Chatham 
Souud south of Mellahkatlab. There is much 
to admire in tbe scenery of this island navi« 
gation; a winding ocean liver 200 miles 
long, here widening to a mile, there con- 
tracting to a few hundred yards, on cither 
aide huge mountains, tbeir bare summits 
crowned with snow, and dotted with dwarf- 
ish pine trees; a mass of eternal green, trying 
in its moootony, slopes down to tho shore, 
but here a change asserts itself ; mossy banks, 
gratelul to the eye, cover grey sea-worn 
rocks, ond cypress, spruce, fir and cedar trees, 
alternating with groups of light green alder, 
form tbe immediate foreground. Now we 
pass red cliffs, rising abruptly out of tbo sea, 
the tenacious pine clinging to the solid rocks; 
then a green flat with a grove of golden 
maple trees watered by a mountain stream ; 
then li splendid casoado tumbling with a 
roar into tbe sea, traceable in its tortuous 
course from some distant peak. Snug little 
bays and sheltered coves afford good an- 
chorage at tbe end of each day's run. 

On the 22d May we crossed Wright Sound' 
and having deiaobed Lieut. Coghlan in tbe 
bow whale boat with 10 days provisions to 
survey an anchorage on its northern shores ; 
proceeded tip the Grenville Channel to 
Luwe Inlet. This is an extremely pictur- 
esque harbour; in the narrowest part of the 
channel, it winds in for about a mile and u 
half, surrounded, as usual, by high moun 
tains. There is an inner basin which is fed 
by a fine watsrfall which rushes out of a luke 
above, Tho Sparrowhawk, bearing tbe flag; 
of tbe Commander-in-Chief, rirrived some- 
what unexpectedly on ihe evening of the 1st 
June. Several officers of the flag-ship, 
guests of 'the Admiral, were also on board; 
she continued her voyage iu tho morning; 
the boots having returned from tbeir separate 
surveying expeditious the Beaver proceeded 
to Mellahkatlab on tbe 4th Jane, A lengthy 
account of tbe rise and progress ol tbe in- 
teresting mission hern established has re- 
cently appeared in this paper. It must be a 
satisfaction to its numerous well-wishers to 
know tbat this mission is self-supporting; anil 
that Mr Duncan derives a handsome profit 
from the sale of furs which be dovotos ex- 
clusively for the benefit of tbo Christian 
Indiaos ucder bis care. The village ts a 
model of neatness. To anyone who has seon 
the heathen hovels of tbe F> rt Rupert and 
Nuhwitti Indians, the Metlakatlab mission 
is indeed a refreshing sight. Mr Duncan'* 
rule is autocratic; the Tsimpsheun language 
is bis sceptre aud tbe main secret of bis 
success. After a preliminary examination in 
boats, of tho couh! as far as Port Simpson, 
we loft Mellahkatlab on tbo 15th Juno, and 
proceeded to the former place, dotaching 
Mr Hammond off tbe Western Islands in the 
first wbuler, with 15 days provisions, to 
sorvey the Brown Passage as far as tbe 
Bnttorworth Rocks. Tbo suivey of Chatham 
Sound, including large plans of Port Simp- 
son and boys to tbe Southward, occupied 
until the 16th July, the Boaver returning 
twico to Mellahkatlab for fuel. Part of this 
tiro^, tbe boats beiug detached, was spent in 
Port Simpson; which is a ipuoioua weil-sbel- 
tercd harbor, exposed only to westerly winds, 
and tbe fresh eummer breezes of this const. 
Whatovor sea rolls into Port Simpson is 
usLcndud on a natural breakwater of rock» 
which Btretobcs acroas tbo monih of tbe har- 
bor. Port Simpson is tbo lioadqnariers ol 
Tsimpaheau Indians, consiating of sumo six 
tribes, each with its separate cbiof. Paul 
Legaio, Mr Duncan's grand vizier at Metlah- 
katlah, is still their acknowledged chief, 
such was the influenco ho acquired vvbem 
uraongst them. Legaic was doubtless born 
under a lucky star. It is something to bo n 
great chief; lo enjoy perfect immunity one- 
self, and ut tbo same time to be able to shoot 
and scalp iuforior beings is a great desidera- 
tum. Tenor a dozen years ago Legaio wao 
tho terror of tbe coast. Be was tbo chief 
alluded to in this paper who would bavo 
added Mr Duncan to bis list of victims but 
for tbe interposition of a singularly intelli- 
gent Indian, namod Cbob; when tbat gens 
tleman insisted Dpon ringing hia boll like 



a muffio-mun and interrupting tbe medicine 
mysteries. Tbe houses of ti e Tsirnpsbeans 
are Inrge, and for tbe moat part clean; hall 
of the village is built on a tongue ot land, 
which at high water becomes a detached 
island. Fort Simpson is in tbo oentre of the 
main villago. It is a good specimen of u 
Hudson Bay fort, and docs a tremendous 
business, whioh is, perhaps, increased by tbe 
aggressive policy of the Americans in 
Alaska. Indians from tbe interior, Indians 
from far-away villages up the coast, Indians 
from adjacent Islandfl.come to Fort Simpson 
to trade tbeir furs ; thus it cannot fail 
to bo a remuuerutivo port. A hard 
shingly beach in front of tbe fort forms a 
natural dry-dock on which a large ship could 
be hauled for ropairs. Tbe Beavtir remain- 
ed on it throo days, and it is invariably used 
by tho Otter odcb every summer. In the 
middle ol July Ihe- hardworking crow of the 
Beaver got a few days spell, and a litile 
amusement was given tbom io tbo shapo of a 
regatta and athletic sports, which, though 
got up entirely on the spur of tbo moment, 
were petfeetly successful. The Indians all 
turned out in tbeir gala dresses for tbe sports 
which ended witb sevoral indiscriminate races 
for shirts amongst tbo small boys, who con- 
tested for their prizes witb unflinching game, 
ness.

Society of Eng- 
land. — The Grand Aonual Show of the 
above Society, which bos been so judiciously 
held tbis year at Leicester, may be considered 
as oue of tl-rt most Buccesfful on record, 9G,» 
G53 persons having paid $6,740 1b 5d for 
admission. Tbo field trials of tillage imple- 
ments lasted a week, under searching 
weather all tho time, ond watohod by largo 
numbers of agricultural and other specta- 
tors. The horse-drawn plimghB bavo been 
through tho urst sevoro ordeal that they 
tinvo ever known. The judges have taken 
ihe greatest possible earn nnd pains, intent'y 
watching ovory lurrow, measuring and test- 
ing iho work wilb rule, square, and level, 
cleuiing away the cul sod for an examination 
ol the ur.ruoved bottom, taking by dralt-dy- 
namometor tbe motive-power required to 
draw each implement aod finally inspecting 
tbe parts and construction of each selected 
plough. Aod, moreover, tho condition of 
tbe ground haa been such that uo second" 
rate tool could possibly glosa over a piece of 
work tbat might be pleasing to the eye, but 
wanting in soundness of execution. The 
result of the prelimioary, second, and final 
.trials has been to give Messrs James and 
Frederick Howard, of Bedlord, the liou's 
sharo of tho honours ; Messrs R-insouio and 
Sims, of Ipswich, a second place ; and 
Horusby and Sons, of Graniham, a third 
pluco, but considerably lower down in tbe 
scale of awards ; whilst other makers are 
commended or nownero.— Telegraph. 

Ireland not Decaying..— Lord Bandon, at 
a railway meeting iu the oounty of Cork, re- 
plied to statements lately made as to tbo dee 
cuyiog condition of Ireland. Tbey bave 
heard iu Parliament, over and over again, of 
tho wretched siato of the country, and the 
dissatisfaction and misery ol the people. 
'There wus not a word of truth in the whole 
maiter ; Ireland was improving in everything 
connected witb material prosperity. Tbero

Tbey had tbe prospect ol betkr harvests and 
creator abundance than for many ye-ars, 
liveryihing was most promising for the 
agiicu-iurul interests, but it was the com- 
mercial interest be was anxious >o raise. He 
hoped they would all supnort bim iu trying to 
get something done for their railways.' 

P. E. Island and Fuse Trade-— General 
Butler does not seem to have won Roliien 
opiniuua from all sortn of people in Prince 
Edward Island, nor dues his scheme for the 
establishment of reciprocal Free Trade ap- 
pear to havo awakened that amountof enthu- 
siasm among the Islanders which the ' Hero 
ol New Orleans ' probably expected that it 
would do. The Islaoders iniimate thai tbey 
perfectly understand that Butler's visit is a 
mere electioneering dodge,' tbat be is desi- 
rous of representing a constituency where 
the elccmrs are largely interested in the 
mackerel fishery, und are anxious to obtain 
'he right ol fi»hing close to the coast of P E 
Islai.d and tbe other British American mora- 
time provinces. Not eveQ for tbe chance ol 
having a Butler to rule over tbem are ihe 
people of the ' tighht li'tlo island ' inclined to 
c»st aside their British birthright.— Mon- 
treal Nsws. 



Astronomers think they have determined 
the distance and comparative magnitude ol 
one ol the nearest bioary suns. All suns uro 
not solitary. Some are io pairs, rovolving 
about each other. They make the dis'ance 
one and u quarter million limes farther than 
tbe distance of tbo earth from our sun, and 
ihe size three times greater. Tbooe proporr 
tious are not got by measurement, for wo can- 
not find a ba c e line long enough in tho 
diamotor of the earth's « rbit around tho sun 
to cet un appreciable diligence of angles lor 
any measurement. But compulation is re- 
norted to, by comparison with other known 
distuoces, which gives some plausible op- 
proxima ion. It is calculated that tbe light 
of the double siars mentioned takes twenty 
years to reach this earth, travelling at the 
rale of nearly 200,000 miles in a aecond of 
tune ! 

Registration of Foreign Letters. — 
An arrangement has been concluded be- 
tween tho Postal Departments of the 
United States ami Great Britain, to take 
effect on tlio 1st of January, 18G9, for 
the registration of letters convoyed be- 
tween tho United Status and British nod 
Foreign West Indies, aud parts of Co- 
lombia, Ecuador, Bolivia, Peru and Chile 
in tlie British mail. Tho registration foe 
in to bo levied und collected iu the United 
States on each registered letter so for- 
warded to the said countries, and is eight 
cents in addition to tho nuos of ordinary 
postage chargeable Lherooti.
